What arrangement has been made 
with Collis P. Hnatington to surrender 
to him a part of the Central Pacific rail- 
road indebtedness to tbe government? 
Wbat amount of bonds has Mr. Hanna 
promised the bond syndicate shall be

jacks, and on wbat terms are those 
jonds to be sold? Secretary Gage is 
quoted an favoring the ismiance of $200,-

Spain 
bas its Cuban war debt charged against 
Cuba. The total amount of it is over 
$400,000,000. Cuba is to bny her par- 
tial freedom by the payment of this 
amount in bonds. Nobody knows bow 
large an amount of these bonds Mark 
Hanna has agreed to have guaranteed 
by the United States. The total rev- 
enues of Cuba would not pay a low rate 
of interest on one-half the amonnt 
What amonnt of these bonds will the 
president recommend congress to guar- 
antee in tbe name of humanity and the 
American love of freedom and likewise 
for the enrichment of Mr. Banna's po- 
litical trust, whoee members will doubt- 
less have an option on the bonds to be so 
guaranteed? They will boy the bonds 
for 25 cents while they axe Spanish and 
sell them for $1 when they become 
American. 
What other schemes Mr. 


Hanna has time will develop. If tbe 
president is wise, he will immediately 
demand of Mr. Hanna a statement cf 
what is to bo required of him and a dis- 
charge from auy asserted obligation to 
do more. 


Thomas Carlyle says in his history of 


tho French revolution that tbo sheep 
which bad patiently submitted to being 
shorn every year now commuut^d to 
take an interest in the ehfnriug. Less 
than this cannot be expected even of 
the putietit peuple of the United States. 
Mr Hanna may yet find that before he 
bas fully delivered the wool he bar- 
gained for with the syndicates in 1896 
there may be a murmuring among the 
sheep from tvhich the wool is to bo taken. 


Edmnud Burke said of our fathers, 


"These colonists have nil some smatter- 
ing of the law and scent the approach of 
tyranny in the tainted breeze. " If the 
descendants of there colouists do not re- 
volt i\t a tyranny which squanders their 
Bubhtanco to further enrich millionaires, 
they will prove themselves degenerate 
acinus of worthy sirea.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer.
